GRAHAM HARTLETT ZS6GJH ELECTED PRESIDENT 


At the Council meeting held by teleconference on Tuesday evening 5 August 
2003, Graham Hartlett ZS6GJH was unanimously elected President of the SARL. 
Graham takes over from Hans Potgieter ZS6ALJ who resigned at the end of July. 
Peter Hers ZS6PHD was elected as the new Vice President of the SARL. SARL 
News congratulates Graham and Peter on their appointments and wishes them 
the best of luck. 


DAVE LONG ZS5FR AWARDED THE SIEMENS RADIO AMATEUR OF 
THE YEAR AWARD FOR 2003. 


Promotion of satellite activity, weather satellites as an educational tool in 
schools, home construction projects and bringing university students into Ama- 
teur Radio earned Dave Long ZS5FR the Siemens Radio Amateur of the Year 
Award for 2003. The award will be presented at a breakfast function to be 
held in Johannesburg on 21 August where Dave will make a presentation about 


his projects to the sponsors of the award, the media and invited guests. Hans 
van de Groenendaal ZS6AKV will make a brief presentation on Convergence in 
Amateur Radio. 


Dave will receive a cheque of R1500 and a certificate from the South African 
Amateur Radio Development Trust, a 2003 ARRL Handbook from ECS and a 
laser pointer pen from Telkom. 


Tickets to the function are R150 per person, but five SARL News and Amateur 
Radio International listeners can win each a free invitation to attend this event.

Only one nomination was received for the junior award but did not meet the 
criteria for the award. The judges decided not to make an award in this category. 
They expressed their disappointment at the lack of interest in nominating young 
people for the award and expressed the hope that branches and clubs will give 
more response next year. 


SARL MEETS WITH ICASA 


A meeting was held on Tuesday 05 August 2003 between the SARL and ICASA. 
On the agenda for this meeting were the introduction of new councilors, the 
WRC 03 recommendations and the way forward and the status of the Amend- 
ments to the Regulations as previously presented. ICASA officials were brought 
up to date with changes at the SARL. 


The WRC 03 recommendations and the issue around Morse code were discussed; 
with reference to the speed of reaction internationally, the changes made inter- 
nationally and the emotion of the SA Ham community on this topic. ICASA 
stated that they would have to go public and solicit comments from all inter- 
ested parties, and that their recommendation on this matter would not be based 
solely on the recommendations of the SARL. The SARL delegation then sug- 
gested a process and offered our services in this regard, this offer was accepted 
by ICASA. 


ICASA stated that they were “not sure” of the status of the previously submitted 
amendments and would look into the matter. The SARL will follow up in a week. 


The issue of the new fee was raised; ICASA explained the components of the 
fee stating it is effective with immediate effect. 


ICASA stated that they currently receive the weekly bulletins and find them of 
value, requesting that this service continue.

FIRST WINNER OF DISCOUNT VOUCHER 


SARL News is pleased to announce the first of the monthly winners drawn at 
the NARC open day held on Saturday 2nd August 2003, for the 10% discount 
voucher offered by Multisource for equipment purchased from Multisource. Con- 
gratulation to John Ingram ZS6HK.

SARL COST SAVINGS 


Since the adoption of teleconferencing as the Council’s preferred method of 
conducting meetings we are pleased to report the following savings. The first 
marathon teleconference Council meeting lasted 3% hours, there were seven 
councillors at the NARC and seven on teleconference links, we were able to get 
through the entire agenda and apart from some minor technical issues in the 
beginning the process was a great success. The adoption of this process has 
enabled us to have more frequent meetings at significantly less expense. 


The total cost of the first Teleconference meeting was R843,26 for the call 
charges, compared to the traditional method that would have cost in the re- 
gion of R8 000,00 to R9 000,00. This is a saving of approx R7 000,00 per 
meeting. It is the Council’s intention to continue with teleconference as the 
preferred method of conducting council meetings. It is however planned to get 
all councillors together for the mid year strategy and planning session. Well 
done to the team that recommended this approach at the AGM and SGM - it 
works!
